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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to a container, classified in class 206, subclass 524.7. 

II. Claims 7-16, drawn to a process for filling and pressurizing a pouch, 
classified in class 493, subclass unknown. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the , 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the pouch can be made from a material other 
than water-soluble. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, because 
these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate 
status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, because these 
inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required for Group I 
is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with applicant's attorney Mr. Milczarek-Desai on 
April 1 1 , 2005 a provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the 
invention of I, claims 1-6. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in 
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replying to this Office action. Claims 7-16 withdrawn from further consideration by the 
examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.17(1). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Alexandre Catlin et al. (2002/0169092) herein after Alexandre. Alexandre discloses a 
container for a product for dissolution in a liquid, comprising: a sealed pouch made of a 
material that is soluble in said liquid; a product contained in a pouch; and a gas 
contained in the pouch in sufficient quantity to cause the pouch to be resilient at 
ambient conditions. See page 15, paragraphe [0181]. 

With respect to claim 3, see page 8, paragraph [0097} which teaches the pouch 
being made of polyvinyl alcohols. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Alexandre. 

With respect to claim 6, Paragraph [0181] that the ratio of the air bubble diameter 
to the maximum lateral dimension of the pouch will affect the compressibility of the 
pouch. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to modify the ration of the air bubble diameter to the 
maximum lateral dimension of the pouch, which in turn will inherently affect the pressure 
within the pouch, and the compressibility of the pouch. 

Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. Shown are pouches analogous to applicant's instant invention.
